"' ■'This budget, while it may lie 
picked apart in details, is a very 
responsible budget." Domenlci said in 
an interview on NBC's "Meet the 
Press."

- Califomians relaxed Sunday but new storm expected tonight

LOS /XNGEfJ^S ~ California enjoyed a respite 
Sunday from a series of Pacific stormH that ruined 
thousands of homes and killed 1- people but 
forecasters said another storm was expected to 
strike tonight or Tuesday. 

The damage from four storms that hammered the 
const and Inland valleys may exceed SlOO million, 
state officials said. At least 1 2 persons died as a 
dtrtfct resuJloflhe waves, raginn rivers and wind. 

The weather tor Super Bowl Sunday was mild and 
cloudy for,-;the NFL championship game at 
Pasadena's Iloso Bowl, but weather forecasters 
said storms are backed up to Japan, and the next In 
the series Is due tonight' or Tuesday. 

Three homes, undermined by record high surf 
and waves, slid into the oceon at Mallbu Saturday. 
At the same time, a dozen homes In Sllnson Beach 
In Marin County north of San Francisco were 
pounded Into kindling by heavy waves.

3.52fi 'homes and 533 businesses damaged or de- 
stroyed in the slate last week hy the relentless chain 
of storms, wlndsand tides. 

About 2.000 residents have been evacuated from 
their homes In the state, many of them taking 
shelter in 18 Red Cross facilities. 

Four counties - San Diego. !-os <\ngelcs. Marin 
and San Mateo — have been declared disaster areas 
by Gov. George George Deukmojlan and.lwo others 
have asked for that status as the first step toward 
receiving federal aid.

GOP budget-balancing plan due soon

BOISK — Republican leoders say 
they expect to put the finishing 
touches- on -a fiscal- year 1083 
budgct-balancingplan early this week 
and 'begin runhing the legislation" 
through formal channels. 

Major portioiis of the program were 
agreed upon during Republican 
caucus sessions last week, but the 
amount and lifespan of a proposed 
sales-tax Increase arc still to be 
decided, said House Majority Caucus 
Chairman Linden Bateman. R-Idaho 
Folia.- 7 

Bateman said Republican leaders 
from both houses would meet today to 
hammer out final details of the 
package, which Includes about S17,5 
million In budget cuts and transfers of 
dedicated funds, a sales tax increase 
of 1 cent or more, and the Issuance of 
about S30 million In tax-anticlpatlon 
notes. 

Democratic Gov. John Evans said 




I'*rlday"GOP proposals to Impose ad- 
ditional cuts on education funding and 
the budgets of the state Corrections 
and Health and Welfare departments 
were unacceptable to him. 

But House Speaker T.W. Stivers. 
R-Twln Falls, said chances were slim 
that the GOP majorities in the House 
and Senate would consider reopening 
their program and plu g in the gov - 
erhor's proiwsals. 

Also this week, legislators will try to 
put to rest a controversy over whether 
they should accept Increased expense 
allotments grttitcd by a citizen's 
commission. 

The House last week voted H-14 to 
rescind the Increases, which would 
cost the stale about ^.000. But a 
drive by the Senate Republican mo- 
jorlty to immediately endorse the 



House resolution was blocked by the 
minority Democrats.

And in a House suticommlttce on 
state employees' ■ conrlpensotion. a 
resolution to freeze wages during 
fiscal year 1984 — but allocate 1,5 
percent for merit pay hikes — could 
come up for a vote.

Some drivers 
park trucks, 
go on strike

Independent truckers across the 
United States pulled their rigs off the 
road at midnight Sunday lo protest 
Increased fuel and road use taxes. 

The strikers may face confronta- 
tions with other drivers who vowed to 
keep on trucking. 

Pennsylvania Teamsters organized 
"SWAT teams" to keep their trucks 
rolling and advised striking in- 
dependent drivers not to stop them. 

"Our people are running." said Ty 
- McCue,' spokesman for iheTeamstors 
Joint Council 40. "If they try to shut us 
down, we'll have SWAT teams to be 
prepared to break them loose ... any 
waywecan." 

Mike Parkhurst, president of the 
Independent Truckers /Association, 
said early Monday independent 
drivers were heading home but it may 
take a while for the strike to "jell." 

"A lot of guys have started." he said 
shortly after the strike started at 
10;01 p.m. MST. "It normally takes a 
couple of days for something like this 
tojcll.", 

Independent Truckers /Association 
spokesman David Kolman said the 
national group urged truckers to go 
home. "We have never advocated 
violence," Kolman said In Ixis 
/Angeles. A number of drivers, howev- 
er, said they feared violence would 
result from the strike. . 

The North Carolina Motor Carriers 
/Association said It won't support the 
strike" but some drivers there said 
fear for personal safety would force 
them to park thelrrics. 

Truck driver Rolx>rt Keller. 48, said 
he would honor the strike primarily 
out of fear for personal safety, 

Keller, one of oboul 50 truckers 
stopped at the Union 7G Truck Slop on 



MO near Greensboro, said, "It is 
better to stop than be killed. I'm not 
going out (here and get hurt. My life is 
more vahiablL' Uian that truck Is." 

Dennis Snyder, president of South 
Dakota's IT/A chapter, said. "Every 
kook in the woHd comes out of the 
bush on somethingltkc this." 

In Washington state 50 members of 
the Inland Empire Truckers /Associa- 
tion said they would pull their IB- 
wheelers into a convoy today and 
travel through Moscow. Idaho, 
Pullman. Colfax. Spangle and 
Spokane, urging otlier truckers lo get 
.otfthp roads.. 

In idwa.the OOO-mcmfwr Indepen- ' 
dent 'fruckers Association said 1(3 
engines would be Idle until the strike 
ends. The majority of Iowa's In- 
dependent truckers haul meat and 
perishable products to markets in the 
East. 

There was some dispute over when 
the strike would actually begin, 

Kolman Insisted the national ITA 
strike would begin at 12:01 a.m. local 
time today, but said some trucks 
might still be on the highways en ' 
route home today. The Calltomla- 
bascd organization represents 30,000 
of more than 100.000 Independent 
truckers In the United States. 

Ohio ITA President 'Marvin 
Hickman, of Cincinnati, said the 
strike would not begin in that state 
until Tuesday morning. The Ohio vice 
president. Jim McCormack of Col- 
umbus, said the strike would start 
Tuesday and added, "anyone who 
saysolherwisc Iswrong. 

When the strike does begin in Ohio, 
at least M percent of the state's 1G,000 
Independent truckers were expected 
to pull off the roads, but l»th the 
Teamsters union and the Ohio 
Trucking (Association said their 
members would not honor the 
walkout.

That Is. they do until sponsors 
produce grisly pictures of burn 
victims. 

Some of the figures are ghastly. 
In 1981. there were (3,518 resi- 
dential fires blamed on careless 
smoking that killed 2.144 people 
and Injured 3.810 other8._ 

"When people first hear about 
we're trying to do. they ask if it is 
Fome kind of a joke." said Carlton 
Currence. a legislative aide lo Rep. 
Joe Moakley. D-Moss. "But we 
sliow tliem the figures and pictures 
ofiium victims." 

Moakley and Sen.. /Man 
Cranston. Et-Callf.. are sponsoring 
legislation to give the Consumer 
Proliuct - Safety "CommlMion 
authority to formulate a safety 
standard for cigorcltes and small 
cigars. 

The legislation, the latest 



version of an Idea first proposed in 
l!f74, would leave it up to the 
commission to decide how long an 
Idle cigarette and a small cigar 
should burn twfore self- 
extinguishing, Most can now go for 
up lo 40 minutes.

Walker Merryman. vice presi- 
dent of the Tobacco Institute, a 
trade association that represents 
all major cigarette manufactur- 
ers, said. "You can drasticolly 
reduce the burning rate by making 
the paper less poroas."

The four-year agreement sUll must be ratified by 
teachers and the school board and Hannan said no 
details would be released until then.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — High-Interest loans used to 
bankroll U.S. military sales abroad could undermine 
the financfa! stability of some nations, short-cirrult 
repayments, and leave taxpayers holding the bag. a 
study lor Congress warns. 

In a 35-page report oh the multl-blllion dollar 
program not counted In the federal budget, the General 
Accounting Office urged the administration and Con- 
gress to reconsider bow sales of U.S. weapons abroad 
are financed. 

Since 197S, the government has use a guaranteed loan 
program - with interest charges up to 16 percent - to 
provide cash for more than 516 billion of military 
exports to countries facing severe economic problems.

Withholding on interest repeal effort grows

WASHINGTON - A majority of House 
members and nearly a third ot the Senate are 
co-sponsoring bills to repeal the new 10 
percent withholding tax on interest and divi- 
dends scheduled to taJce effect July I. 

Banks, savings and loans and credit unions 
that are required to administer the new 
withholding provision arc txthind the massive 
lobbying effort in Congress. 

Trade associations have sent their members 



Itlts containing pre-prlnlcd postcards to send 
to lawmakers, plus posters, sample speeches, 
newspaper column material and letters and 
newspaper advertisements, all aimed at re- 
pealing the law. 

Members of Congress report they are re- 
ceiving thousands of postcards each day. With 
the main targets Senate Finance Committee 
Chairman Robert Dole. R-Kan., and House 
Ways and Means Committee Chairman Dan 
Rostenkowski.D-Ill. 

Neither tax-wrlting commlttec has sched- 
uled hearings on the requirement, which was 



. passed as part of the 1982 Ux bill. So far. 
however, about M repcalcra have "been In-" 
troduced in House and Senate. 

By Friday. 222 House members had signed 
to co-Sponsor one or more of the repeal bills, A 
majority is 218. About 30 senators had agreed 
to co-sponsor similar legislation. 
y 

While the financial business complains a 
withholding tax would be an administrative 
nightmare, it has concentrated its campaign 
on the argument that the new law will mean 
less interest on customers' savings. 

Proponents argue it is not a new tax. merely 



an enforcement of existing tax laws to accel- 
erate the "collection of rcveniie due the gov- 
ernment. Interest and dividends withheld by 
financial institutions would be credited 
against a taxpayer's income tax return ot the 
end of the year. - 

The poor and elderly poor are exempt from 
the withholding requirement, but only if they 
filed an exemption certificate by Feb. 1 . 

The congressional Joint Tax Commlltee 
estimates the law will generate about S20 
billion over five years, although spokesmen 
for the financial institutions questioned those 
figures. 



William O'Connell, president ot the U.S. 
• Ixagiie of Savings Institutions, estimated the 
startup cost at $433 million for his associa- 
tion's member Institutions, plus S300 million a 
year to administer the law. Other trade 
associations did not have specific estimates 
available. 

The institutions, which say they already are 
required to send taxpayers end-ot-lhe-year 
statements on interest and dividends, argue 
that the Internal Revenue Service should be 
able to match up those statements with' 
Income tax returns. 




Regan says U.S. 
recovery starting

W/VSHINGTON (UPl) - Sen. Paul 
Laxalt. new general chairman ot the 
Republican National Committee, 
predicted Sunday President Reagan 
will seek reflection In 1934 and, in 
fact, "has the responsibility to run 
again." 

The Nevada Republican, who 
moved Into the GOP post last week, 
offered a spilt view on Just how soon 
Reagan shouTd declare his Intention. 

"I would think he could' wait 
around." the senator said, adding; "U 
he chooses not to run. the announce- 
ment should be made earlier than 
otherwise." in fairness to other 
potential GOP candidates. 

Laxalt. frequently called Reagan's 
closest friend on Capitol Hill, noted 
most leading Democratic candidates 
have been "out on the trail and raising 
money" for months, while potential 
Jlepubllcan contenders await 
Reagan's decision. 

During an Interview on CBS' "Face 
the Nation." Ijuult was asked if he 
thinks Reagan will be a candidate In 
1084, "I rather think he will be." 
I.^alt replied. "He really has the 
responslbllty to run again." 

I.^alt said he has no qualms about 
Reagan's remaining in the White 
House until a few weeks before his 
TBlh birthday, when a second term 
.would end. 

• Conceding he had had some con- 
cerns about Reagan's age during both 
the 197G and 1980 campaigns. Uxalt 
5ald. "I'm convinced from looking at 
■him that his physical and emollona; 
iiealth is In remarkably good shape." 

- In the event Reagan does not run. he 
■was asked, is Vice President- George 
:Bush the strongest contender? "I 
:don'l think so." L^alt replied. 

If Reagan docs not run, I^oit said. 
*Bush is "of course a strong contender, 
:Whether he is leading or not, 1 Just 
don't know. It would be totally up tor 
grabs. . .abrand-new ball game." 
. Laxalt said Reagan's standing in 
l)ubllc opinion polls -- a-disapproval- 
•rating above 50 percent In several 
^recent national surveys - Is not 
tsurprislng "considering the dilflcult 
-political decisions" he has had to 
make. 

Laxalt also rejected criticism of 
Reagan from conservatives, saying, 
"Ever since 1 have been in this 
Ibuslness, we have found within the 
:RepubIIcan context we have 
extremes." Demxrats, too, he said.

- Treasury 
Secretary Donald Regan said Sunday 
the nation has started to bounce back 
from the recession, and insisted the 
third year of the administration's tax 
cut must be preserved to assure 
economic growth. 

"We think we're on the threshold of 
the rccoverv-" Regan said. "Indeed. I 
think it's already started," 

In an Interview on /\BC's "This 
Week with David Brinkley." FleKan 
conceded he had "no tangible evl- 
.dencc" that the most severe re- 
cessslon since World War II has 
ended. 

President Reagan's chief economic 
spokesman noted government fore- 
casters and many private economists 
had predicted last year the recession 
would be .over by mid-1382, an 
assessment that clearly was wrong. 

Regan, reoctlng to pressure from 
Capitol Hill, said the thittl year of the 
personal income tax cut — a 10 
percent rote reduction set for July — 
is essential tor sustained recovery. 

"Were we not to have the tax cut 
come July I. we're going to take an 
awful lot of money out of the economy 
and give it to the federal gov- 
ernment." Regan said. "I would 
much rather have that in the hands ot 
consumers and savers and that what 
we intend to do," 

House Democratic leader Jim 



Wright Saturday proposed poslponlnR 
or repealing the tax cut. saying the 
reduction "doesn't make any sense" 
In the face of record budget dctlclt^ 
that, by Reagan's own projection, will 
be S208 billion this year. 

Regan said unemployment, now at 
10.8 percent with 12 million <\meri- 
cans out of work, will come down in 
the coming months to between 10,4 
percent and tO percent. 

■Commenting on the administra- 
tion's standby tax Increase proposal 
tor fiscal 138G. Regon said It Is neces- 
sary to have that authority in order to 
drive down Interest rates further. 

He said with a 5 percent growth In 
the economy, no new taxes would be 
needed because. "It yoq-have an 
economy that's growing.' so will 
government revenues. Administra- 
tion projections, however, set the 
economic growth rate lower than 5 
percent, meaning the Income tax 
surcharge and added oil fees Reagan 
Is proposing would be needed In the 
fallot 1985. 

In a separate interview on the same 
program. Rep. Dan RostenkowskI, 
D-lil.. said. "I say. this point In time, 
(there is) no chance" Congress will 
approve standby taxes. 

Rostenkowski, chairman ot the 
tax-writing House Ways and Means 
Committee, also endorsed the idea ot 
placing "perhaps a S700 cap" on the 
third-year tax cut. 



Deadly fevers added to quarantine list 



A,TlJt}iT\ (UPIl - The nation's foreign quarantine 
regulations are being revised tor the first time in nearly 
30 years to list a deadly array ot fevers capable of 
creating a public health threat If brought Into thLs 
country. 

The new regulations are expected to txKrome law soon 
with the signing of an executive onlcr by President 
Reagan, The last lime the regulations were revised in 
their entirety was in 1956. 

The changes delete a long list ot diseases with which 
quarantine officers at U,S. ports of entry will no longer 
bQ concerned. But the new directive retains certain 
ailments and odds others which could bar or delay 



entry ot travelers Into the United States. 

The additions Include a group ot virulent tropical 
hemorrhagic fevers that have fatality rates of up to 50 
percent. Victims are stricken with high fevers and 
ln!cm;i! Ijlecdlnfj that lead quickly tO death. They are 
highly Infectious and there are no specific treatments. 
Prevention Includes placing the patient In strictly 
enfonxHi ((uaranlinc for at least three weeks. 

The new quarantinablc diseases Include l^assa. 
MartJurg. Ebola. CongfrCrimean and other viral 
hemorrhagic "fevers which occur In tropic climates, 
particularly Africa, but have not yet been Isolated or 
named.

Invisible costs balloon 



WASHINGTON — What will Congress do about the 
ballooning costs of running tor federal office? The answer, 
1 fear, is not much, and that prospect troubles me — for the 
costs are both visible and Invisible, and the invisible costs 
may be greater. 

The problem has been with us forever. More than 75 
years ago, Theodore Roosevelt was plumping for federal 
financing of federal campaigns. In the 19203, Teapot Dome 
set off cries for election reform. The Watergate scandals 
Intensified the demand for disclosure of political 
contributions. Now that some sobering figures are floating 
in from Inst November'selections, the subject is once 

■ more a matter of public concern. 

Ut me sketch my own ambivalence clearly. I am not 
greatly worried by the dollar amounts as such; asapcople 
wc annually spend more on toothpaste, mouthwash and 
litiuor than we spend on our biennial elections. Except for 
the weakening effect they have on our two-party system, I 
am not much troubled by the prollteratkinof political 
.nction committees (PACs) In the private sector. 

Neither am I persuaded that with all this money floating 
around, incidentsof outright bribery arc likely to multiply. 
There may be times, as the <\bscam cases demonstrated, 
when some member of the House or Senate scllshis 
' lucnce tor a few thousand bucks, but these felonies are 

.ocedin^y rare. Outright bribeiy is too crude, and It 
l aiTicstoo many risks. 

niit when all that has been said, much remains to be 
saicl. By any yardstick, the costs of running tor high public 
office are getting out of hand. We now have reliable 
est Imatcs. drawn from reports lo the Federal Elecllon 
coniiniaslon. that last Novombcrsaw more than 5300 
iiiiliion spent on Houst' and Senate campaigns. Mark 
Dayton spent $7.1 million on his losing Senate race in 
Minnesota; Frank Uulenberg spent $3.2 million on his 
■winning race InNew Jersey, Tbe two Senate candidates In 

■ CaIlfomiaspentmorethanII2mllllon between them. Five 
candidates for the House spent more than a million dollars 
each. 



Large chunks of this money came from Ihe roughly 3,500 
PACs that have popped up like dandelions on our hustings. 
About 1.500 of these have been formed by corporations, 
another 600 by trade associations, 350 by labor unions. 
Collectively, the PACs have become more Important than 
the old-line party committees. 

As I say, these facts in themselves arenol partlculariy 
alarming. Campaign contributions In essence are 
extensions of our right of free qieech; wc put our money 
where our mouth Is. And If Dick Lugar's campaign In 
Indiana cost $3 million, so what? We got a man of Integrity 
back in the Senate. 

Yet the question hos to be asked : What were the 
contributors buying with Ibclr $300 million? The 
high-minded answer Is that the contributors were trying to 
elect men and women with compntlhlc altitudes — 
conservative or liberal, as the case may be. The 
^tbKomfortablebut Inescapable answer is that the 
contributors wereht^lnglo buy access, and in Washington 
access Is very nearly the be^U and end-all. And let us not 
be naive: The person who has contributed COOO has better 
access than the fellow who has spent 20 cents on a stamp. 

In the long haul, of course, the member who sees only his 
fat cats, and brushes off the common folk with a form 
letter. Is likely to be tumcd oLit of oHict;, But long hnuls can 
get to bcvery long hauls Indeed, and mcanwtillc the 
. frenellcpureultof money— blgmoncy — absorbsan 
Inordlnale amount of time. 

I don't know the answer. Public financing has Its 
drawbacks. To Impose tight and enforccablclimlls on 
campaign spending, in the British fashion, gives a 
well-known Incumbent a heavy advantage over an 
unknown challenger. Maybe there is no satisfactory 
answer, but Congress will have to keep looking 
no nelheles3 _-

Debate on Mormon series may leave out other views 



Newspapers often publish controversial 
iii.nterial. but rarely have we handled a 
stilijcct as volatile as the Denver Post's series 
oji the Mormon Church and its connections to 
UieslateofUlah. l 

The .series deals with mailers of public 
[jullcy ~ education, politics, censorship and 
OL'unomlcs — but it also looks into theological 
issues. In doing so, it skirts the territory of 
personal belief.- 

Some lette^writer3 suggest a newspaper 
should never explore such matters, that they 
areentlrelyipattcraof falUi. Others say the 
pieces arc slanted either In favor of or against 
the Mormon religion. Still others take the 
opportunity to proselytize. 

What the letters do not reflect Is a position 
that may be widely held In the valley : that the 
scries Is a challenging analysis that cuts 
pretty miich down the middle. 

I have had a large number of people tell me 



they see II that way. Including several local 
public officials and community leaders. 

But those Individuals — Mormons and 
non-Mormons alike, who mustwork and live 
wlth,andbe.votedinto8ndoutofofflceby ■. 
Mormons and non-Mormons alike —have 
nolhingtogalnby"golngpubllc"wlthjhat ' 
view. As one said, "Yoii'reout thefealoneon 
thisone." 

Maybe. It appears lo me the 
lettcrs-to-the^;ditor drtwte has been left in 
large part lo Mormon defenders on the one 
side and evangelical Christians on theolher.

String first tool 
for building igloo 



TWIN FMAJS — The first and most essential thing 
needed for building on Igloo is a piece o( string. 

That was one of the amazing bits of winter survival 
Information offered during a Boy Seoul winter en- 
campment and snow-shclterbuildlng course, held 
Prlday'and Saturday. 

About 100 Boy Scouts and leaders gathered Friday 
hi gilt and Satunlay at the Bennett Springs campgraund, 
south of Albion, to learned winter camping and survival 
techniques. 

Varsity Scouts, an adventure group ot 13* ond 
' 14-year-oIds from four districts ot the Snake River 
...Council, spent the time building igloos, snow caves and 

snow shelters. 

Before the camp broke late Saturday, there were 
several igloos dotting the campground that would have 
made an Eskimo feel at home. 

Monte Carlson, a Twin Falls attorney, was the expert 
on building the unique snow shelters. 

"The trick Is to gel the center, or rounded portion of 
. the roof, properly built so it will not cave In," he 
explained. 

Carlson said the string is necessary forseverol tasks. 

First. It is used to mark the igloo pattern. With one 
end of the string stuck In the snow with an arrow, the 
string Is moved in a circle, to mark the exact size of the 
structure and locate the foundation. 

Then, the string is used to shape the blocks of snow 
evenly and In the shape needed to tit together at an 
,' angle that will support the curved dome ot the Ignoo. 

In addition to string, an Igloo-bulider needs a lot ot 
hard-packed snow and the energy for digging. At the 
camp, a snowmobile was used to run over the snow and 
pack it to the consistency needed for cutting building 
blocks. 

Snow caves, tunnels, tent trenches, fire pits and even 
snow lean-to strtKtures also were built by the Scouts, as 
they learned how to use the insulation provided by the 
snow and a small enclosure to retain body heat. 

Most of the Scouts questioned said they believed they 



could survive several da^ and nights in the woods 
during winter afterexperiencing the two-day event. 

r.4irry Olsen of Buhl, an expert on wilderness 
existence, helped coach the Scouts and tlieir leaders In 
the art of winter survival and shelter-building. 

The group arrived at the mountain camp about 7 p.m. 
Friday. Tltey set up camp with the help of a full moon. 

By 10 p.m., they had b^illt shelters and excavated 
large foundations for pltchfng tents several feel below 
the top suriafie of the snow, wftlch was at the six-toot 
level. * 

"It was zero wtien we went to bed. t)ut there wasn't a 
single complaint about being cold," said Keith Egbert, 
one pt the camp directors. "In fact, some were shedding 
heavy clothes because they were too wamL" 

In Carlson's igloo, two leaders and two boys slept the 
night in coiy warmth. 

"It was about 3G degrees Inside during the night. In 
fact, it was so worm the Inside of the walls and ceiling 
- dripped a little, but that created Ice, and made the 
structure stronger." Carlson said. 

By Saturday, it was overcast and snowing lightly, but 
the boys continued digging their structures, each 
having a chance to work on all forms of shelter. 

"It takes a lot of shoveling." said one Scout, after he 
explained Uial his snow cave and tunnel led back about 
seven feet under the snow. 

But for the hard-working boys there were hearty 
meals. 

Scout leader Dennis Sudweeks of Kimberly volun- 
teered venison for the stew served Fridoy night. He also 
\^lpped up and baked a chcny cobler. 

BreaMaat on Saturday consisted ot steak, eggs, 
hash-brown potatoes and hot drinks. Wassail — a hot 
fruit-Juice drink — and hot chocolate were available 
throughout the day t»fceep the workns warm.

Council considers 
zone case findings 



TWIN FAU^ - Twin Falls Cily 
Council will hold a special meeting 
today to belatedly approve findings ol 
fact in a zoning decision made nearly 
two years ago. 

The decision.* which in effect 
blocked a shopping mall project by 
Price Development Corp. of Salt Ijilte 
City, had been challenged in court by 
the developer. The challenge was 
upheld by Fifth District Judge 
Douglas Kramer, but the case even- 
tually was aired before the Idaho 
Supreme Court. 

The Supreme Court reversed 
Kramer's decision and sent the case 
baclt to tlK local district court, with 
Instructions that Kramer obtain 
'.'findings of fact" from city officials 
and Issue another decislun. 

Findings of fact and conclusions of 
law now arc routinely approved In all 
Twin Falls city zoning decisions. They 



represent the assumptions about law 
and circumstances on which decisions 
are based. 

However, the city hod not set up 
procedures for preparing findings of 
(act when the Price Corp. asked the 
city to rczone — from residential to 
commcrica] — seven acres of a 38- 
acrc site, off Blue Lakes Boulevard 
North. 

Price was seeking to build a Indoor 
shopping mall on that site. After 
receiving protests from residents of a 
nearby subdivision, council denied the 
request, but it did not draw up or 
approve findings of fact at that time. 

On Monday, council will review a 
draft of the findings of fact on the 
Price case, prepared by Susan 
Swanberg, the city's attorney. 

The meeting will be held at 4 p.m. A 
work session will follow.

Ck>lon spasm may result in pain

DEAR DR. LAMB - I received 
your letter on divertlculosis and 
learned more from It than the 535 
ofTIce call to my doctor who has 
dia^oscd it. He put m6 on a bland 
diet. 

: 1 have been careful to use lots of 
bi^lc In my diet, Including bran, cerc- 
als and leafy vegetables but I seem to 
get pains at least once a month and 
icafinot pinpoint the cause. 
' Would I get pains right after eating 
thT wrong food or do the pains come, 
fi^hi foods eaten several days before? 
I f«ad that It takes 43 hours for food to 
d^est. I am a mother ol six children 
and am K years old. 

1QEAR READER — You have made 
arl'assumptlon that Is not necessarily 
true — that your pain Is caused by the 
food you eat. Divertlculi, those small 
pockets of the colon, are usually 



Usually the only time they cause 
pain is when one Is Inflamed, like an 
inflamed appendix. The Intermittent 
pains most people who have 
divertlculosis complain about are 
more likely caused by a spasm of the 
colon. 

Many authorities think the lituc 
pockets are caused by an underlying 
spastic colon that causes pressure 
Inside the colon and the little pockets 
are really pressure blow-outs. 

The colon* is a muscular tube and 
can go Into spasm at any time. With 
Its normal rhythmic contractions It Is 
less likely to do so. '*lu\d normal 
Qtythmlc contractions are more likely 
^0 occur if you have sufficient bulk In 
your colon. Coffee, Including decaf- 
feinated brands, may Irritate the 
colon and cause spasms. So can 
stress. 

Digestion is usually accomplished 
within a few hours after eating. 
Digestion Is mostly In the first part of 
the small Intestine. But moving the 



food residue, after digestion, through 
the colon may lake 48 hours.

DEAR DR. LAMB - Will you 
please comment on the effects ot 
consumption of soft drinks, Coca- 
Cola, pops, etc., also the homemade 
punches made with Kool-Ald? What 
about their sugar content and the 
effects on the body, especially teeth? 

DEAR READER — A recent report 
in the Journal of the (\merlcan 
Dietetic Association pointed out that 
such soft drinks could have two main - 
drawbacks. First, If they were sub- 
stituted for milk they deprived the 
Individual of an Important source of 
calcium and second, many of these 



contolned a lot of phosphorous. 

The thrust of the comment was that, ' 
until wc kno>v-,a lot more about the 
effects of Increased phosphorous In 
the diet, It could be thought that such 
a habit could affect bone formation, 
particularly in people subject to os- 
teoporosis. 

Of course, this applies to growing 
children as well, since calcium intake 
and perhaps the calcium to phospho- 
rous ratio is so important to bone 
formation. I 

The amount of phosphorous In a 
I2-ounce serving of Coca-Cola is G9.9 
mg; for Diet Pepsi, 49.3 mg; and 
Kool-Aid, 31.6 mg. But 7-UP, Crag- 
mont orange, Canada Dry ginger ale 
and A&W foot beer contained less 
than3mg. 

Excessively sweet drinks, of 
course, are known to be associated 
with dental -problems, but sticky or 
solid sweet foods that stick to teeth 
may be worse than liquids.'

BROWNSVILT,K. Texas (UPI) - A 
t07-year-old woman credits her re- 
ligious faith with giving her the 
strength to live so many years and 
forgive a niece. who forced her from 
her home and later burned It to the 
ground. 

"I give thanks to God every day for 
each day he has loaned me." said 
Evarlsta Serrata. "Without faith, 
there's nothing." 

Only a few of the memories she 
recalled at her weekend birthday 
party were bad. 

She married at 15 and her husband 
died in 1930. The couple never had 
children but Mrs. Serrata has since 
reared four generations of children 
left homeless by death and divorce In 
the family, she said.

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Recall past, Germans told 



BERLIN (UPI) - On the 50th 
anniversary of Adolf Hitler's rise to 
power Sunday. Germans were urged 
never to forget the horroru of the Nnii 
past in order to secure the future. 

"1 say to all young people: Distrust 
all those who Invite us to forget our 
history or flatter us. The danger lies 
In siience. which would provide a 
hiding for the guilty and rob us of the 
weapons wc need to moke a future." 
said Social Democratic Party leader 
and former chancellor Willy Brandt. 

In a ceremony at the Reichstag 
building In West Berlin marking 
Hitler's accession to power on Jan. 30 
1933. Brandt said Qcrmany would be. 
lost if it attempted to run away from 
Its Nazi post. 



"To forget would be to fundamen- 
tally damage our future." Brandt 
said. Germany could not simply wipe 
away 12 years of Its history under 
Nazi rule and pretend It did not 
happen. 

"We are moved with grief for the 
vlcltms. the cities and the countries 
laid waste, the murdered, the 
martyred, the fallen grief over the 
damage to European peace, grief 
about the divided German nation." 
current Dianccllor Helmut Kohl said 
at the same ceremony. 

In East Berlin, thousands of East 
Germans led by Communist Party 
chief Erich Honcckcr remembered 
the anniversary by laying wreaths in 
memory of the victims of fascism and 



the 50 million dead of World War ll on 
the memorial on the main street. 
Unter Den Linden, the official press 
agency /\DN said. 

In a long speech which sketched the 
events leading up to the accession of 
Hitler, the beginning of dictatorship 
and the Inevitable world war. Kohl 
laid heavy stress on the grief 
Germans felt about the Nazi period. 

Kohl said that military victory, was 
followed during the war by the mass 
murder of millions of European Jews. 

"How many tears, how much sor- 
row was caused? How many prayers 
■and dearest wishes rose to heaven as 
Inhumanity triumphed ... The name of 
Germany was disgraced t>eforc the 
eyes of humanity." Kohl said. 



Papal visit in June 



W.\RSAW. Poland (UPI) - 
Pope John Paul II. considering II 
his "right and duty." will make his 
second visit as pontiff to his 
homeland June 13. Polish bishops 
confirmed Sunday In a letter read 
in churches throughout Poland.

TEL AVIV. Israel (U('l) — A hand 
grenade exploded Sunday in the 
courtyard of the West German Em- 
bassy on the 50th anniversary of Adoll 
Hitler's rise to power, the city's police 
chief said, 
Noonewos Injured. 
The blast occurred despite 
beered-up security around the three- 
story embassy In the quiet residential 
nel^borhood In an exclusive area of 
Tel Aviv, police chief Avraham 
Turgcmansald. 

"After 50 years, someone has given 
them a reminder." said a middle- 
aged Romanian-bom Israeli standing 
outside the embassy. 

"It was a fragmentation grenade 
that exploded at O p.m. (noon MST) 
and it caused only light damage to a 
, Mercedes belonging to the embassy." 
Turgcmansald. 

Israeli anti-terrorist border guards 
carrying submachine guns and pow- 
erful searchlights scoured the court- 
yard of theembassy after the blast. 

Embassy officials would not com- 
ment on the incident, other than to 
confirm it had taken place. 

The incident took place as Israel 
Television screened a report from 
■West Germany on ceremonies at the 
Reichstag In West Beriln on the oc- 
casion of the Hitler anniversary. 

In Jerusalem. Israelis commemo- 
rated the day with a simple memorial 
service commemorating the death of 
G million Jews In the Nazi Holocaust. 

President Yitzhak Navon. address- 
ing the assembly, said memories of 
the Holocaust should" serve to elimi- 
nate racial tensions In Israel. He also 
called for Nazi war criminals to be 
brought to Justice. 

The 20-mlnute ceremony was held 
in the Hall of Remembrance, a large 
tomb-like chamber that Is part of the 
Yad Vashem Holocaust Museum. 

The names of about 20 Nazi con- 
centration camps are engraved on the 
black tile floor. An eternal flame 
bums in one comer. .- ■ 

Several prayers were recited as a 
small choir sang. Navon spoke and 
flowers were laid across the memori- 
al's symbolic grave, a large slab of 
grey metal. 

"How was It possible that the 
German people who produced so 
many writere. poets, musicians. Intel- 
' lectuols, could hove produced that - 1 
-won't call it beast because it woulo-^x 
on insult to beasts," Navon told re- 
porters after the service.

P.\S/\DENA. Calif. - It was only fitting that John 
Riggins' storylxwk performance should come in the 
shadow of Hollywood. 

Riggins turned in a record-shattering effort Sunday (o 
lead the Washington Redskins to their first Super Bowl 
title, a 27-17 victory over the Miami Dolphins. 

/\nd it came in a storyline a }lollywood scriptwriter 
would appreciate. 

With the Redskins trailing 17-13 early In the fourth 
quarter and faced with a -Ith-and-l. Riggins burst to his 
left, roared through a tackier and dashed -13 yards to the 
end zone for the go-ahead score. 

Riggins' run capped a spectacular day unrivaled in 
Super Bowl history. His run was the longest scoring run in 
Super Bowl history and helped him amass a Super Bowl 
record 166 yards. Riggins' 38 carries set a Super Bowl 
record and tied an NFL playoff ivcanJ. His TD run broJte 
the mark of 22 yards set by Franco Harris of the 
Pittsburgh Steelcrs. 

It was a fitting climax for Riggins, who retired two years 
ago. came back, and thought of quitting again during the 
players' strike this season. 

He became the first player in NFL history to record lour 
consecutive lOO-yard games In postseason. 

The&foot-2, 235-poundcr, on tl-year veteran, gained 119 
yards against Detroit, 183 against Minnesota and 140 
against Dallas. 

"It really hasn't set in on me yet." said Riggins. who up 
to this week had refused to speak to the media. "I think 
maylje tomorrow all of this will dawn on me and I'll realize 
what happened. Right now I'm stilt in a state of shock. 

"It was a long, hard day. I was concerned playing the 
Dolphins — I've never really had a good game against 
them — but our line played an outstanding game. They 
_ really ^id th^ob.^ey got In their faces and pushed them 
5ack and opened the holes for me. 1 can't say enough about 
them."

- In an appropriattflrlbuto to a.clty 
known for the filibuster, the Washington Redskins became 
the talk of pro football Sunday. 

Behind record-setting fullback John Riggins and a 
defense that limited Miami .to two first downs and zero 
yards passing in the second half, the ftedskins rallied past 
the Dolphins 27-17 in Super Bowl XVII to win their eighth 
straiRlilgame. . . and some long-deserved respect. 

"Some people underestimate us because we're a total 
team, tough and physical." said Coach Joe Gibbs oder 
guiding the Redskins to their 12th victory in 13 games 
during this strike-shortened season. 

"I want to thank God. (club owner) Mr. Jack Kent 
Cooke, (general manager) Mr. Bobby Bcathard. my 
players and then our fans, in that order." 

Cooke, beaming broadly in a hounds-tooth hat. accepted 
the Vince Lombardi Trophy from NFL Commissioner Pete 
Rozclie in a raucous dressing room and had the compusurc 
tojlbeRozellc. 

"This magnificent team has the privilege of playing in 
front of the most fabulous fans on the face of the earth." 
Cooke said. "As for you, my dear Pete, you said we had the

best record in the NFC. As a matter of fact, we had the Ixsi 
record IntheNFM" 

Riggins capped the greatest post-season performances 
In league history, breaking Franco Harris' single-game. 
Super Bowl record with IGC yards and one touchdown In & 
carries as the Redskins blasted through Miami's leagTic- 
bcst defense for an astounding 276 yards on the ground. 

The 23ii-pound fullback provided the game's key play 
five minutes Into the fourth period when ho broke through- 
an arm tackle by 192-pound comcrback Don McNeal on 
-llh-and-l and rumbled 43 yards for a score to put 
Washington ahead 20-17. 

The Washington defense, lost in the shadow of the 
prc-game hype surroundinf; lis Miami counterpart, didn't 
allow a single completion in the second half and torceti 
E}olphins Coach DonShula to substitute backup Don Strock 
for a very ineffective David Woodley in the final minutes. 

"When they got that halftime lead (17-101. 1 think they 
got a little conservative," said Redskins free safety and 
player representative Mark Murphy. "Actually, we shut 
them down all day except for some big plays. The key. we 
fell, was to get them In long-yardage situations and we 
blitzed a lot on first down in an attempt to stop the run as 
much as apply pressure to Woodley. 

"We felt we've had a great defense ail year and, of 



course, it makes you play harder when the other team is 
getting all the publicity. This has been a roller-coaster 
year, considering the strike, and I'm sllll In a state Of 
shock." ' " _ 

President Iteagan.aulckl/ jumped on the Washington 
"bandwagon with a post-game phone call to Gibbs. 

"I Just want to say congratulations to that team of 
yours." he said, "and I'd like to know If your team would 
now like to help me on Capitol Hill, Also, do you think 
Riggins would mind me changing the spelling of my name 
to add an 'I' and a couple of 'G's. You really earned it out 
there." 

Gibbs had been praising his team all week (or its 
versatility. f\nd the self-named "Hogs" of the offensive 
line certainly did their part In controlling the line of 
scrimmage — and thcouteomo. 

"We've run the ball on everybody we've faced in the 
playoffs and I think we were very sharp offensively 
today." said center Jeff Boslic. "We played Redskins 
football today. That fourth-down call Is our bread-and- 
butter and obviously we went with what got us here. 

"We call that pfay '7CKhlp.' John bounced off left tackle 
and when I saw him go down t^c sidelines alone, I had only 
one thought — Super Bowl ring."

At the outset of the playoffs, the veteran Washinfjlon 
Redskins fullback approached Coach Joe Gibbs and lold 
him: "I don't have much lime left, so why don'l you give 
me the football?" 

On Sunday. Riggins carried the ball 38 times for a Super 
Bowl-record 1G6 yards to lead Washington to a 27-17 victory 
over the Miami Dolphins in Super Bowl XVII, 

"1 told Joe I wanted the ball for the Detroit game." he 
Joked. "But he klndof got carried owoy." 

Riggins, who entered the game as the NFL's seventh 
all-ilmc leading rusher, has always been the freest of 
spirits. 

"He's crazy." said NBC broadcaster Mike Adamle. a 
teammate of Riggins' on the New York Jets. 

"No he's not," said Gibbs, correcting Adamle. in Ihe 
Jubilant Redskins dressing room. "He's a very intelligent 
person once you gel to know him." 

Twv years ago. Riggins quit the ^'ame lo rclum to his 
farm in Kansas. 

"I spent the time listening to my cows, but after a while 1 
got itchy," he said. 

Not In his wildest dreams, Riggins admitted, did he 
expect Uien to be named the Super Bowl's Most Valuable 
Player. The Redskins fullback cinched the honor — and the 
victory - when he romped for a 43-yard touchdown with 10 
mlnutefl left lo give Washington a 20-17 lead. 

The touchdown was the longest run In Super Bowl 
history. He also became the first player to rush for more 
than too yards in tour consecutive playoff games, breaking 
the record of three set by I-arry Csonka and Franco 
Harris, 

It wasn't the kind of run that made Gale Sayers famous, 
but ralhor a simple o(f-iackle play in which Riggins ran 
through I>on McNeal's altemptcd tackle at the line of

"A lot of the credit has to go to our line." he said, 
alluding to the now-famous Hogs. "They did the Job ail 
year, and they certainly did the Job today. 

"You know me." Riggins said, "I like to win. I change 
directions every five minutes. It's the same thing I've been 
doing forllyears." 

"Are you doing it better now?" someone asked. 

"You'll have to ask my wife," Riggins said.

"TtM Dolphins ore a great team, but 
the one thing nobody could do against 
them all year was run the ball con- 
sistently — and we did," understated 
quarterback Joe Thelsmann after 
record-setting fullback John Rlgglns 
paced a Z7G-yard ground attack that 
gave (he Redskins possession for 36:15 
of a possible GO minutes.

Riggins broke Franco Harris' 
single-game Super Bowl record with 
IGG yards on 38 carries and provided the 
game's key play five minutes Into the 
fourth quarter on 4th-and-Inches from 
the Miami 43. 

The Dolphins appeared confused as 
the Redskins lined up and Miami called 
a timeout to regroup. A huddle with 
Amsparger was of IltUe benefit, 
though, as the 235-pound Rlgglns went 
off left end. broke an arm tackle by 
192-pouDd comerback Don McNeal and 
. rumbled down the left sideline for a ' 



touchdown to give Washington a 20-17 
advantage. 

"We call that play, 7(kJilp," said 
center Jeff Bostlc, who consistently 
manhandled the middle of Miami's 
defensive line. "Don bounced off left 
tackle and when I saw him go down the 
sidelines alone I had only one thought — 
Super Bowl ring. That fourth-down call 
is our bread and butter and obviously 
we went with what got us here. 

"I sealed off their right tackle and I 
saw John break toward their right 
comerback. I knew he (McNeal) 
wasn't gonna get him. Those defensive 
backs have got to be crying when they 
see him coming.
